Jacob (Jake) Froese, a for¬ 
mer Lord Mayor of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, and for a brief 
time a Member of Parliament 
representing the riding of 
Niagara Falls and NOTL, died 
suddenly at his home 
Wednesday, Jan. 16 at the age 
of 87. 

Although he was a public 
figure who believed in service 
to his community, it was a por¬ 
trait of the family man, the 
much-loved husband, father, 
grandfather and great-grand¬ 
father which was shared with 
those who filled the sanctuary 
of Orchard Bible Church for 
his funeral Monday. 

He had been very involved 
in Cornerstone Community 
Church, which has a much 
smaller seating capacity, so 
the funeral was moved to the 
larger church to accommodate 
the crowd of people who knew 
him and respected his lifetime 
of service to his family, his 
community and his church. 

He was married to his 


beloved wife Tina for almost

From Page 1 1968, and Lord Mayor in 


He had worked at Brights 
Wines before the Second 
World War, then served 
overseas with the Hamilton 
Light Infantry, which took 
part in the liberation of 
Holland. He worked as a 
construction contractor 
after the war before estab¬ 
lishing the family farm on 
Niven Road in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, which his sons 
and grandsons continue to 
operate. 

The image that emerged 
at his funeral was of a man 
with a large presence, who 
was loud when he spoke, 
laughed and sang (which 
he apparently wasn't very 
good at), strong in his 
beliefs, had a smile that 
brought a twinkle to his 
eyes and a good sense of 
humour, and who was 
devoted to his family. 

He became an alderman 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake in 


1975. 

"It was a very busy year 
for a simple farmer-tumed- 
politician," said his daugh¬ 
ter Rebecca van Noppen. 

As Lord Mayor, Jake 
would go on to host world 
leaders, but the highlight 
for him, she said, was wel¬ 
coming Queen Elizabeth II 
and Prince Philip when 
they visited Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

He then became the 
Niagara Falls and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake representative 
for the federal Progressive 
Conservatives and was suc¬ 
cessful in the 1979 election, 
but his stint as an MP was 
short-lived, along with the 
Joe Clark government. 

He considered himself 
an uneducated man, and 
credited his commitment 
to his faith, which he 
embraced as a young man 
in his 20s, as the driving 
force in his life, said van 


Noppen. 

His son Tom Froese, 
who followed in his father's 
footsteps as a politician 
representing the PC par¬ 
ty—he was an MPP during 
the 90s—said his father set 
an example for the genera¬ 
tions to follow, not just as 
the patriarch of a large and 
close-knit family, but as a 
person committed to giv¬ 
ing back to the community 
he loved. 

From a young age, Jake 
loved playing ball and 
hockey, but as an adult, 
hockey became an obses¬ 
sion-one that he became 
so absorbed in that his son 
Dave reminisced about 
watching hockey on TV or 
hearing stories about his 
father attending Junior A 
games in St. Catharines— 
Jake would become so 
physically agitated as he 
imagined himself on the 
ice, checking, elbowing or 
punching an opponent, 


that those sitting on either 
side of him would often 
end up bruised. 

fun watching my father 
watch the game than 
watching the game itself," 
said Dave. 

On the night of his death, 
he was sitting at home 
"doing what most of us 
were doing," said van 
Noppen—he was talking 
about hockey with his wife 
Tina, who said she thought 
hockey games should just 
begin with the shoot-outs 
to get the games over with 
quickly. 

"He left the room laugh¬ 
ing, that laugh that we all 
know and love," she said— 
and then he was gone. 

Jake's strong personality 
sometimes got him into 
trouble on the ice and off it, 
but that helped him under¬ 
stand the struggles of oth¬ 
ers and allowed him to 
empathize with people in a 


unique way, said Dave, 
and it was those qualities 
that made him a good pol- 

"He was a fighter in the 
best sense of the term. He 
didn't easily give up. He 
was a great advocate for 
the people he represent¬ 
ed—if a cage needed to be 
rattled he was up for It and 
he usually succeeded. He 
was a people person. It 
energized him to be of ser¬ 
vice to the community." 

He leaves his wife Tina 
and children David, Paul, 
Tom, Mary Anne, Elizabeth 
and Rebecca, and many 
grandchildren and great¬ 
grandchildren. 

He was predeceased by 
his son James who died 11 
years ago in a car accident 
during the icewine harvest 
in NOTL, a time of great 
sorrow in the life of Jake 
and his family, said his son 
Tom. 

Jake was a volunteer

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The world has become a little smaller, a little darker, aunt says of beloved nephew 


26-year-old 
man from 
Virgil killed 
in car crash

Another life lost too 
soon—that was the 
Facebook comment from 
one high school friend of 
Michael McDonald, a 
26-year-old who was killed 
in what was likely a weath¬ 
er-related car crash last 

Michael was a rising star, 
a strong, caring charismatic 
young man with an endear¬ 
ing grin who had places to 
g°- 

But last Thursday, on his 
way from Burlington, where 
he was living, to Guelph, 
where he often played his 
guitar at a Thursday night 
open-mic show, he was on a 
snow-covered Hwy. 6 when 
his car veered into the 


southbound lane and was 
hit by a tractor trailer. 

Losing Michael feels like 
a light has gone out, and the 
world is Just a little darker 
and smaller, says his aunt, 
Cynthia Edonel. 

His mother Karen, 
Edonel's sister, asked her to 
be the family spokesper¬ 
son—the family is under¬ 
standably devastated, she 

Those who knew Michael 
best will understand that 
when his aunt says he was 
special, it isn't just because 
she loved her nephew- 
friends, teachers, adults he 
came into contact with 
when he was at school, and 
more recently those he 
worked with, recognized 
something different about 
him and felt the same. 

From the time he was a 
youngster, he had charisma. 
People liked him, wanted to 
be around him and talk to 
him. He was very smart, 
says his aunt, but never in a 
way that was off-putting- 
just the opposite. 

He was also personable 
and articulate. 


"He was a very compli¬ 
cated person, but at the 
same time it was very easy 
for people to feel they'd 
made a connection with 
him. As much as people val¬ 
ued him, liked him, he val¬ 
ued and liked them right 
back," said Edonel. 

"He was one of those 
people you never wanted to 
say goodbye to, and we 
haven't. There is a little bit 
of him in everybody he 
knew and touched." 

Michael was an extreme¬ 
ly successful student, grad¬ 
uating with a long list of 
awards and accomplish¬ 
ments from Virgil Public 
School and Niagara District 
Secondary School, before 
heading to the University of 
Guelph, where he graduat¬ 
ed with his Master's in 
Mathematics and Statistics. 

While at NDSS, he was 
on the town's Community 
Policing Committee, where 
his maturity and intelli¬ 
gence were very much 
appreciated by the other 
members of the committee. 

After university, he was 
offered a position with

Canadian Tire Financial 
Services as an analyst. His 
co-workers are genuinely 
shattered by the loss of their 
colleague, says Edonel. 


"They were all saying 
how smart, how funny and 
how nice he was, that those 
who knew him felt lucky to 
work with him. And it was 
very clear that they weren't 
just saying that, it was so 
obvious that they really 
meant it. His manager called 
Karen and told her that he 
had been in a meeting with 
Mike and some other peo¬ 
ple that afternoon, and after 
Mike left, they joked that 
'some day we would all be 
working for Mike, and we 
would enjoy it.'" 

He was so highly regard¬ 
ed by people because, says 
Edonel, "he liked everybody 
else as much as he liked 
himself. He was comfort¬ 
able with who he was, he 
respected everybody, liked 
everybody. He wasn't at all 
artificial—this was the way 

And he always had a 
twinkle in his eye and a litde 
smile, she said. 

"He was just a pleasure 
to be around." 

As well as being a top 
student, he was a gifted ath¬ 
lete from his school days, 


but he had just taken up the 
guitar in university and 
loved it, teaching himself 
and watching others to 

He was very well-round¬ 
ed, and in some ways old 
before his time, because 
although he had a great 
sense of humour and knew 
how to have fun, he could 
also be serious and wise 
beyond his years, she said. 

"He embraced life every 
single second, and made 
sure while you were with 
him that you did too." 

Michael leaves his par¬ 
ents Karen and Bill 
McDonald, his big brother 
Ian (Autumn) and long-time 
girlfriend, Laura Jenkins, "a 
beautiful girl inside and 
out," said his aunt. 

AcelebrationofMichael's 
life will be held at an open 
house from 2 to 5 p.m. on 
Saturday, Jan. 26, at George

There will be no second 
take this year for a Niagara- 
on-the-Lake icewine cele¬ 
bration blown away by roar¬ 
ing winds. 


Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Chamber of Commerce 
executive director Janice 
Thomson said plans for the 
next weekend of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Icewine Festival will go 
ahead as planned. That 
comes after raging winds 
Sunday spurred the cancel¬ 
lation of the icewine village 
event in Old Town. 

Thomson said organiz¬ 
ers had the option to move 
the festivities indoors to the 
town courthouse, but chose 
not to, figuring events at 
local wineries could carry 
the festival. 

“It's unfortunate this 
happened, butsafetytrumps 


everything," she said. 

Organizers at the Niagara 
Icewine Festival, which 
helps promote the festival 
but doesn’t plan the events, 
said the cancellation was 
unfortunate but under¬ 
standable. 

“It’s disappointing for 
consumers. A lot were trav¬ 
eling from all over,” said 
executive director Kimberly 
Hundertmark. 

Hundertmark said 
Niagara Icewine staff found 
out about the cancellation 
when staff from the icewine 
village began to return to 
their wineries.

Dance to end violence against women 


For the first time this Valentine's Day, 
there will be a One Billion Rising event in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake that will allow 
women (and men) to share their disgust of 
violence toward women. 

One in three women and girls on the 
planet are abused in their lifetime. This 
movement has raised more than $9 mil¬ 
lion dollars for shelters, call centres, sup¬ 
ports and resources for abused women 
and girls. 

On its 15th anniversary, the organiza¬ 
tion is inviting one billion women and 
those who love them to dance, rise up, and 
demand an end to this violence, to show 
the world a collective strength and solidar¬ 
ity of those who will not tolerate the violent 
abuse of women.

alcohol or a senior discount 
(although the latter may be 
concern for some). 

The issue is the loss of 
freedom to be able to get to 
a restaurant, or anywhere 
else for that matter. 

And loss of freedom is 
cause for stress many 
seniors feel at having to 
renew their driver’s licence 
every two years at and after 
the age of 80. 

Some 16-year olds avoid 
the stress of a driver’s test 


by waiting, while equally 
stressful at age 80 the man¬ 
datory renewal test is 
enough for some to forfeit 
driving privileges. 

Yet in reality driving skill 
is not always associated 
with chronological age, 
which applies to either end 
of the spectrum. We’ve 
accepted die entry point at 
16, yet how do we know 
when it is time to “hang up 
the keys?” 

A good number of my 
senior friends have volun¬ 
tarily quit driving. I admire 
those with wisdom to cite 
physical reaction times, or 
declining eyesight, as rea¬ 
son for not jeopardizing 
someone else on die road. 

I also admire those who 
continue to drive, but disci¬ 
pline themselves by only 
driving in daylight, good 
weather, and to familiar 
locations. 

The question remains 
with those drivers who pose 


a safety hazard to them¬ 
selves and others. (Note: 
This always applies to 
someone else, but not me). 
How do drivers know when 
their reaction skills have 
declined to the extent that 
it’s time to stop sitting 
behind the wheel? 

It's one thing to avoid 
driving on the QEW at night 
in the rain, but if skills 
decline sufficiently and a 
driver does not quit volun¬ 
tarily, who has the privilege 
of withdrawing the licence? 

The mandatory licence 
renewal at 80 years and 
older involves making an 
appointment for a renewal 
session. This consists of an 
eye test, a group education 
session about new traffic 
laws, how aging affects driv¬ 
ing, tips for older drivers 
and road signs. After this is 
a multiple-choice test about 
rules of the road and traffic 
signs. 

What surprised me in 


reviewing the process is the 
number of options avail¬ 
able to accommodate a 
variety of needs to make the 
renewal accessible - far too 
many to mention. 

For those who decide 
it’s time to hang up the keys, 
there are options. Yes, we as 
a society are overly depen¬ 
dent upon our vehicles to 
get around. Urban planning 
and social trends all assume 
we have a vehicle to take us 
where we need and want to 
g°- 

Appreciation goes to our 
town officials and private 
entrepreneurs who have 
worked hard and long to 
address transportation 
issues. The current NOTL 
Transit service has come a 
long way to get and keep us 
mobile for the modest fee 
of $3 one way. 

And for those who have 
physical mobility issues just 
getting to a transit stop, 
there is the option of curb 


to curb service within 
NOTL. 

For this service, check 
the town web site or call the 
office for more details, as 
there is an application pro-

of experience, and hope¬ 
fully the wisdom that grows 
with us.

Students are help¬ 
ing to pump up the 
numbers of the town's 
fledgling bus system, 
as they travel the route 
through Virgil to the 
Glendale campus of 
Niagara College. 

David Mole, presi¬ 
dent of Niagara Classic 
Transport, the local 
limousine company 
that also operates 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Transit for the Town, 
is pleased with an 
increase in ridership 


that includes passen¬ 
gers of all ages, but is 
predominantly due to 
the number of stu¬ 
dents using the bus 
system. 

Ridership for the 
loop that travels from 
the Old Town to the 
Glendale campus has 
doubled from the early 
days of the service, 
which was rolled out 
last April. It's only at 
about 35 per cent of 
the projected rider¬ 
ship for the first year 
of operation, but is 
expected to continue 
to increase in its sec¬ 
ond year, says town 


traffic engineer Marci 
Weston. 

The route is now 
being used by 35 to 45 
passengers daily, six 
days a week, and con¬ 
tinues to grow. 

Mole has worked 
out a deal with the 
Niagara College stu¬ 
dent union to provide 
a shuttle to the Pen 
Centre Saturdays, 
offering seven trips 
each way timed for 
those who want to 
transfer at Glendale. 

While the student 
union brought in 
Niagara Transport to 
provide the service for 


its students, the bus is 
available to anyone 

for a fare of $3. 

It allows passen¬ 
gers to get from 
Niagara College at 
Glendale to Brock 
University, or to part- 
time jobs in St. 
Catharines, and can 
bring employees from 
St. Catharines to work 

transport NOTL teens 
who want to take in a 
movie matinee or do 
some shopping at the 
Pen.

The dog seen wander¬ 
ing near Fort George for 
the last three months is 
now warm, fed and being 
cared for by the Niagara 
Falls Humane Society. 

Sarah Burroughs is one 
of the residents who has 
been feeding the dog from 
time to time and more 
recently Laura Howarth, 
like Burroughs an animal 
lovers, was doing the 


very skittish, they say, and 
no one could get close 
enough to get a leash on 
her. With the cold weather 
forecast, they were con¬ 
cerned the dog wouldn't 
survive, so Howarth con¬ 
tacted the Niagara Falls 
Humane Society. 

A cage was set up 
Sunday night and by 
Monday morning, she had 
been captured and is now 
resting comfortably at the 
NFHS, undergoing tests.

She's just a puppy—less 
than a year old—but in 
remarkably good shape 
for a dog who's been 
homeless since October, 
he says. He credits her 
good condition to those 
who have been feeding 
her. 

She has a sweet dispo¬ 
sition, says DesRocher, 
who has been keeping her 
close by in his office, and 
although she's a little ner¬ 
vous from being on the 
loose, "she's looking for 
love and attention at this 
point. We know she wants 
to be close to people." 

While she hasn't been 


around children yet at the 
shelter, he says when she's 
ready for adoption, they'll 
be looking for a good, lov¬ 
ing and caring family for 
her. 

The humane society 
holds stray or abandonned 
animals for 72 hours while 
they wait for owners to 
come forward, he says. 

Before putting any ani¬ 
mal up for adoption it has 
to be spayed or neutered, 
and every dog gets to 
spend some time with a 
trainer to learn some basic 
cammands and sort out 
any behavioural issues, so 
it could take a few weeks 
before she's ready to be 
adopted, DesRocher said.

The Winemakers of 
Niagara may have a tough 
time when they hit the ice 
Saturday. 

They defeated the CHCH 
Sportsliners at the first 
annual charity hockey game 
lastyear, and the Sportsliners 
are out for revenge.

Sheppard and Jeff 
Hundertmark of Marynissen 
are also Hot Tub league 
players, along with 
Hinterbrook Winery owner 
Phil Nickel, who will play in 
goal for them for Saturday's 
game. 

And Sheppard and 
Hundertmark are also mem¬ 
bers of the NOTL Kinsmen 
Club, who host the event 
and raise money for the 
community from the bar 
they run. 

This year, there will be 
wine donated by local win- 


House, as well as food for 

The winemakers have 
had so many requests from 
others in the wine industry 
to be part of their event, they 
may have to form a mini¬ 
league next year, with teams 
made up of restaurant and 
hotel staff, said Sheppard. 

The Sportsliners play 
about four games a year, all 
fundraisers, and although 
they're not bad hockey play¬ 
ers, they take the competi¬ 
tion with a grain of salt— 
they are really out to have 
fun and raise some funds for 
local charity, says Brouwer. 

In addition to Brouwer, 
the CHCH Sportsliners fea¬ 


tures Mark Hebscher, the 
co-host of Sportsline, and 
Tim Bolen, host of Morning 
Live First Edition. 

The rest of the team is 
made of behind the scene 
talent-cameramen, editors, 
writers and producers. 

The Winemakers will be 
unveiling their brand new 
hockey jerseys—calling 
themselves wine guys, per¬ 
fectly aged on the bright red 
sweaters. 

The face-off between the 
TV news team and the wine¬ 
makers was Brouwer's idea, 
and came about after the 
Icewine Cup, held at Ravine 
Vineyards a year ago, 
became a ball hockey game 
when the weather failed to 
co-operate. 

Brouwer "threw down 
the guantlet" and suggested 
taking the competition 
inside on arena ice, said 
Sheppard, and although 
they played to a small crowd 
of mostly family and friends, 
those who attended had a 
great time. 

The buzz generated this 
year by CHCH and other 
media is expected to bring 
out a good number of spec¬ 
tators for the rematch, says 
Brouwer. 

Last year's game was 
close, with Brouwer award¬ 


ed a penalty shot as time ran 
out, the winemakers up by 
one goal. The wine guys 
gave him a hard time as he 
tried to take his shot, recalls 
Sheppard, throwing their 
sticks on the ice and hurling 
some verbal abuse. 

"He didn't make the shot, 
but it was all in good fun." 

He won't admit—at least 
not for publication—that 
the Sportsliners might have 
been taking it a little easy on 
the wine guys, but he will 
say that had the clock not 
run out, the result might 
have gone the other way. 


"I suspect this year they 
(the Sportsliners) may be a 
little tougher on us. We 
know they're anxious to 
ensure a rubber match." 

Hernder winemaker 
Lydia Tomek is expected to 
lead the wine guys, says 
Sheppard. 

Hundertmark says they 
came close to having NHLer 
Zenon Konopka, who is 
from NOTL and has a virtual 
winery, on-hand to help 
them out, but "as things 
turned out the strike was 
settled and he Is not avail¬ 
able." 

But that's not to say they 
couldn't get some top-notch 
star players for next year. 

"We'll have more time to 
organize it and we'll keep 
trying to kick it up a notch," 
says Sheppard.

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Volunteers give Pumphouse a facelift 


Art centre 
► celebrates 20 
years of classes 
and exhibits

It was a group of dedi¬ 
cated volunteers who had 
the original vision of restor¬ 
ing a pumping station and 
turning it into an art cen¬ 
tre, and 20 years later, it's a 
group of just as enthusias¬ 
tic volunteers giving it a 
facelift, keeping it open 
and running it successful¬ 
ly- 

The Niagara Pumphouse 
Visual Art Centre has 
evolved from its early days, 
but it continues to do what 
it does best—offer exhibits 
of talented artists and pro¬ 
grams in a wide variety of 
art-related subjects. 

Built in 1891, the 
Pumphouse is the Niagara 
Region's oldest surviving 
pumping station building, 
and was operated as a 
water works until 1983. 

The Town owns the 
building—bought it for $1 
from the Region—and 
since 1993 has rented it for 
$2 a year to a board of 
directors to operate. 

It almost didn't happen. 

Diane Debenham, one 
of the core group of volun¬ 
teers who began meeting 
as a pumphouse pilot com¬ 
mittee in the late 80s, 
recalls a time when—after 
many meetings and discus¬ 
sions that looked at options 
such as turning it into a 
cultural centre, museum, 
or even a customs landing 
point—the committee gave 
up. 

They had been meeting 
regularly at 7:30 a.m. at the 
Oban House, she says (Gary 
Burroughs providing coffee 
and light breakfast fare), 
when they despaired that 
there was anyone qualified 
to take on such a huge, 
expensive task. 

But from that, in 1990, a 
Pumphouse Art Association 
was formed, she said. 

At that point, long before 
the physical restoration 

already being held in the 
building. Three local artists 


had rented space upstairs 
as studios, and a group 
soon began organizing les¬ 
sons and exhibits down- 

The community enthu¬ 
siasm and support, and the 
fact that the classes were 
putting money in the bank, 
seemed proof enough that 
there was a niche an art 
centre could fill. 

But the year everything 
changed was 1993. John 
and Norris Walker had 
come forward with a 
$220,000 donation, and the 
province announced a 
grant of another $195,000. 

The Town promised to 
contribute $50,000, and the 
volunteer association was 
asked to raise $85,000, 
which it did in just a little 
more than a year. 

The total reconstruction 
cost came in at $647,000, 
and the record shows the 
Town ended up contribut¬ 
ing $146,000 from its parks 
reserves. 

The result, said 
Debenham, was just what 
the committee had envi¬ 
sioned: a visual art centre 
in a public space and with 
a spectacular location on 
the Niagara River, designed 
to serve the local commu¬ 
nity—a centre, she adds, 
that is perfect in its size 
and scale for this town, 
these times and the people 
it continues to serve. 

It's a centre that has 
attracted a number of tal¬ 
ented instructors who have 
have helped to develop 
many fine artists—some 
who have gone on to 
become instructors them- 

Still involved as a volun¬ 
teer, Debenham says she 


feels pride for what the 
original group accom¬ 
plished, and views the 
Pumphouse as a huge suc¬ 
cess, as it continues to ful¬ 
fill the goals of that original 

"We were a board that 
started something with an 
enormous amount of ener¬ 
gy and enthusiasm," and 20 
years later, the Pumphouse 
continues to be a success 
story, she says, "the current 
volunteers and board 
members bring that same 
level of enthusiasm" to the 
task. 

David Willett, a member 
for the last 12 years who 
now contributes his exper¬ 
tise as an engineer to the 
job of property chair, has 
been overseeing the first 
major renovations since 
the original restoration. 

There have been peri¬ 
odic updates to the various 
rooms, but this is the first 
overhaul, with the installa¬ 
tion of new art display 
boards with new canvas 
running continuously 
around the room and 
enlarging the display space. 
Most of the interior has 
been painted—a beautiful 
Benjamin Moore Woodlawn 
Blue, as suggested by Rob 
Bradley of Creek Road 
Paints—for the gallery and 
reception areas, and the 
overall look of the area has 
been spruced up with 
wainscoting and extra stor¬ 
age space. 

The Walker 
Room, used for art 
instruction, is so 
far untouched, but 
will be painted as 
well before the 
year it out, Willett 


The work to the historic 
Pumphouse’s interior was 
thanks to a Benjamin 
Moore restoration grant 
for $1500 to be spent on 
upgrading, plus $500 in 
paint donated as well. The 
labour has all been con¬ 
tributed by volunteers, 
chiefly Willett on the lad¬ 
der doing the painting and 
cabinet-maker Danny 
Hummiss, who made the 
display boards. 

Willett's wife, Carol 
Gray, a retired corporate 
librarian, finally gave in 
about four years ago to her 
husband's appeals for her 
to contribute her talents to 
the Pumphouse, and is 
now the exhibits chair. 

The $30,000 annual 
operating budget relies on 
four major fundraisers a 
year, plus the revenue from 
classes, says Willett, 
although the Town has 
given the art centre a $1,000 
grant the last two years. 

Upstairs space is rented 
out to Music Niagara, help¬ 
ing to offset some of the 
bills—and that relationship 
proved serendipitous, since 
it was Music Niagara's 
Chris Blake who received 
the invitation to apply for 
the Benjamin Moore grant 
and passed it on to Willett. 

In order for the 
Pumphouse to continue to 
serve its mandate, it must 
continue to offer new and 
relevant exhibits and pro¬ 
gramming—which it is 
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doing, offering 10 classes 
this session—but a few new 
members wouldn't hurt, 
says Willett. 

At its height, it has had 
years with 300 to 400 mem¬ 
bers, but has dropped 
below 200, he says. 

"We have to have some¬ 
thing different to appeal to 
some of the newer mem¬ 
bers, and to attract new 
members," says Willett. 
"We have a devoted core 
following of people who 
attend classes but we'd like 
to expand." 

There are some celebra¬ 


tions in the works to mark 
the 20-year milestone, but 
nothing with definite dates 
attached at this point. 
There will be an open 
house in March, a July 
exhibit of two popular art¬ 
ists who have had their 
work on display in the past, 
and a retrospective of 20 
years of instructors and the 
art work that has evolved.

Pillitteri Estates Winery is 
jumping into the Chinese 
wine market. 

As part of a Premier 
Dalton McGuinty-led trade 
mission to China last week, 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
company signed an agree¬ 
ment with Canbest 
International Trading to 
develop wine stores in the 
world's most populated 
country. 

The deal was announced 
by the government as being 
worth $20 million over the 
next three years, though 
Pillitteri's president of oper¬ 
ations said it's more realisti¬ 
cally worth between $5 mil¬ 
lion and $10 million. 

“We've been developing 
this partnership over the last 
four years,” said Connie 
Slingerland, the winery's 
president of operations. 
“We're excited this partner¬ 
ship will take our business to 


a new level.” 

Pillitteri had been selling 
its icewine and table wines 
in China for the past 15 
years, but the new deal is to 
develop Canbest Canadian 
Lifestyle Centre stores across 
the country. 

The Canbest stores will 
offer a variety of Canadian 
goods, but will start out sell¬ 
ing wine only with Pillitteri 
as the exclusive provider. 

Three Pillitteri staff mem¬ 
bers, including business 
development manager 
Charlie Pillitteri were in 
China for the trade mission 
and helped open the first 
Canbest store in Beijing 
Saturday.

Several months ago I 
wrote about a tennis partner 
who was slowly dying of idio¬ 
pathic pulmonary fibrosis 
(IPF). We both knew there 
was no cure for this disease. 
Nor could I foresee any help 
for many years. I was wrong 
on that point. But I was right 
about my message of hope. 

Patients with IPF face a 
grim future. The average 
length of life from the time of 
diagnosis of IPF is usually 
two to five years. Fortunately, 
fate is occasionally kind, as 
some patients have lived as 


long as 20 years. 

In some cases the course 
of the disease remains fairly 
stable. This was the case of 
my tennis friend. But then it 
became apparent that the 
disease was beginning to 
progress. During tennis 
games he developed a dry 
hacking cough, chest dis¬ 
comfort, but even more omi¬ 
nous, progressive shortness 
of breath along with weak¬ 
ness and fatigue. 

IPF is associated with 
extensive, progressive, scar¬ 
ring of lung tissue. The alveo¬ 
li (air sacs) in lungs begin to 
stiffen and become thick, 
decreasing the amount of 
oxygen in the blood stream. 
In effect, IPF is a slow stran¬ 
gulation of the body’s vital

physical activity becomes an 
extreme effort. It’s easy to 
understand how doctors 
treating these cases feel frus¬ 
trated as there’s little to offer

Sir William Olser, one of 
this country’s greatest physi¬ 
cians, felt this way when a 
colleague asked how he 


treated another difficult 
problem, emphysema. Osier 
replied, “I send these patients 
to Egypt." His startled col¬ 
league asked, "Is it for the 
climate?”

Even if Esbriet had been 
available several months ago 
it would not have helped my 
friend as his IPF was too 
advanced at that time. But it 
can help to decrease the pro¬ 
gression of those who suffer 
from the mild to moderate 
form of IPF. This is a huge 
step in the right direction to
